bonds, it stands to reason that in the 
same proportion, if the entire issues of 
$262,000,000 since February, 1894, 
had been in gold bonds, the total sav- 
ing to the government would have 
been something over $68,000,000. 


Or, tp put it another way, the var- 


ons syndicates, banks and British cap- 
italists that bid on these bonds saved 
for themselves the sum of ?68,000,000 
by accepting "coin" bonds. 
They 


would have paid that much more into 
the treasury for the issue of gold bonds. 


But having got the bonds at this 


lower price, this same money power, 
now in possession of the Republican 
party and backed by that party in its 
demand, maintains that these bond are 
payable in gold. 
Whether this species 


of repudiation shall be sanctioned and 
established as the policy of the govern- 
ment is one of;j the issues dependent on 
the election of McKinley or Bryan. 
McKinley is pledged to repudiate the 
contract in the interest of the creditor. 
Bryan is pledged to maintain the let-

Railroads and all other debt- 
ors can then pay their gold obligations 
more easily. The gold in the world is 
limited iu quantity.

one another to obtain this gold. 
Con- 


sequently, it is getting harder aud har- 
der to procure it. 
The history of rail- 


roads recently shows the effect of a sin- 
gle gold standard ou them. A very 
large portion of the railroad mileage 
of our country is in the hands of re- 
ceivers. 
During the past few years 


every-railroad in the country has em- 
ployed as few meu as possible. 
If we 


continue ou a gold basis they will be 
obliged to reduce the wages of the em- 
ployes remaining. 
With the free coin- 


age of silver the famers aud all the 
producing classes of our country will 
have a revival of prosperity. This 
prosperity will be shared by the rail- 
roads and their employes. Remember, 
this as mi axiom: "The laborer who 
votes for scarce money is cutting his 
own throat." 


We commend the opinion of Rever- 


end Talmage and Reverend Guusaulns 
to the perusal of our parson, who is ly- 
ing awake of nights thinking how he 
can avert the free coinage of silver.

Fatal Accident While Hiding a IMcjrcle— 


Was Well Known Br PorUmouiH

cle accident, of James H. Oheesmau, a 
young man well kno^u here. 
Ho was 


employed in the C. & O. office here for 
some time, about a year ago and during 
his stay here made many fsieuds among 
the young people. 
He was genial, so- 


ciable and popular with all, aud the 
news of his untimely death will bo re- 
ceived with sorrow by his many Ports- 
mouth friends. 
Tho Commercial Trib- 


une gave the following account of his 
death: 


James H. Cheesman, aged 22, died 


Saturday at 2 :45 p. m. in tho hospital, 
from the effects of an accident while 
cycling with several friends last Sun- 
day. 
He was coasting on tho Alexan- 


dria turnpike, 
near Alexandria, in 


Campbell county, when ho lost control 
of his wheel and fell. 
He was picked 


up in au uuconscious condition aud ta- 
ken to this city iu a farmer's wagon 
and put in the hospital. 
It was found 


that his skull was fractured and he was 
otherwise internally injured. 
The lat- 


ter developed into peritonitis, which 
caused his death. 
Cheesman's family 


resides in Aberdeen, O. 
Ho was em-

boarded at 121 Garfleld place. 
Joseph 


Cheesman, his brother, was at his bed- 
side when death came, and last nighfc 
took the body home by steamboat.

At any rate, it was time to cut off 
these little drains on the city treasury. 
Mr. Osborne thought the time had 
come to pay some attention to the sur- 
face drainage of the city.

and 5,131,1)77 passenger miles for every pas- 
senger Injured.
